Gentlemen: — In accordance with the Act of Assembly, 
approved March 8th, 1860, the following abstract of births, 
marriages and deaths is respectfully presented through you to 
City Councils, for the year ending December 31st, 1888. 

The number of births registered during the year amounted 
to twenty -one thousand two hundred and thirty-seven (21,237), 
an increase over the previous year of one thousand one hundred 
and thirty-nine (1,139) ; the number of marriages amounted 
to eight thousand two hundred and thirty-one (8,281), a 
decrease from the previous year of two hundred and ninety 
(290), and the deaths amounted to twenty thousand and 
seventy-six (20,076), an increase over previous year of seven- 
teen (17).
